U.S. intelligence officials have csti-. 
mated that the Pyongyang regime now 
has the material to produce one to two' 
crude nuclear weapons, using plutonium 
that was processed after a nuclear facility 
was closed down in 1989. 

North Korea has been resisting efforts 
by the International Atomic:£ncrgy 
Agency to inspect its nuclear instflia- 
dons. In recent weeks, the United Stales 
and North Korea have been engaged in 
talks aimed at resolving this stalemate.

“When I first came in after what hap- 
pened, you know, you lose your son and 
your wife, 1 don’t know how anything 
could bf more traumatic,” Weaver said 


about on hour after being released from the 
Canyon County Jail, 30 miles west in Cald- 
well. 

But the former federal ft^tivc, acquitted 
of murder and conspiracy in the moi^al's 
slaying and convict^ only of lesser, unre- 
lated charges in July, appeared in good 
spirits as he talked about seeing his three 
daughters by Christmas. He had showered 
and shaved since being released from jail. 

“I’m going to. go back to Iowa and hug 
my babies.” he said. “It’s not home reall 


but it will be for awhile. We’ll make it 
home.” 

Weaver said he bqpcs to return to north- 
ern Idaho next summer “to do some busi- 
ness.” But he had no immediate plans for 
the remote hilltop cabin, about 40 miles 
south of the Canadian border, where his 
family lived at the time of the August 1992 
^unfighland II-daystandofT. 

"Someday I’d like to have a ranch. I’m ■ 
not sure where that will be yet, but it could 
be a Western statcj" he said. • 


Weaver, 45, whose case has prompted an 
investigation reaching the highc.st levels of 
the Justice Department, would not say 
when he planned to leave for Iowa. His late 
wife’s sister and her family have been car-

• Weaver faced up to IS years in 
prison and $500,000 in fines after a 
Jury convicted him only oT failing to 
appear at a I99I trial on a federal 
weapons charge ond of violating an 
ugreemont that allowed his release 
pending that trial. 

. Those charges were unrelated to 
the stundolT and shootout but were 
the reason federal agents were stak- 
ing out Weaver’s cabin at the time, 
trying to find a peaceful way to a^ 
rest him. 

U.S. District Judge Edward Lodge 
sentenced Weaver to 1 8 months in 
prison in October. He was given 
credit for the 14 months he already 
had spent in jail, and his lawyers 
said they expected him to be free by 
Christmas. _

Weaver ond Harris, heavier then 
during the trial and wearing a beard, 
embraced and left together after 
Weaver spok'c to reporters outside - 
Petersonis office. 

Harris', a former Spokane, Wash., 
resident now living in Republic, 
Wash., was found innocent of all the 
charges against him for the slaying 
of Deputy U.S. Marshal William 
Dcgan. 

Besides Dcgan, Weaver’s 14- 
year-old son, Samuel, was killed in 
the Aug. 21, 1992, shootout with 
marshals. Weaver's wife, Vicki, 42, 
was killed by a federal sniper the 
next day. 

The government contended Har- 
ris, Weaver and his family, with 
their unorthodox beliefs mixing Old 
Testament teachings with white sep- 
oraiisnL spent a decade preparing for 
a_vio.lcm.confrontatioa.withjiuthori^ 
tics. 

But Weaver said Fridaj^ that he ul- 
timately was treated fairly by the 
system that federal prosecutors ar- 
gued he was bent on destroying. 

“Because of a lot of different 
things that happened, like I got some 
decent attorneys and what not, I got 
a fair shake," he said. 

Weaver, who will be on federal 
probation for three years, said he 
would stay "in the general vicinity” 
of his'rclativcs for the time being 
and may start a business in Iowa. 

“We’ve been talking obout difTer- 


ent tilings, maybe a liRic restaurant 
or something, or sno^lowing in the 
winter, yard work in the summer, 
tree trimming, I don’t know yet," he 
said.

Senator urges Packwood to resign 



WASHINGTON (AP) — The nation’s senior 
female senator, Nancy Kussebaum, said “Ibe lime 
has come” for fellow Republican Bob Packwood 
to resign because of an investigation into allega- 
tions of .sexual misconduct and possible obstruc- 
tion. 

Kassebaum. R-Kan., a former Senate ethics 
committee member, joined Sens. Robed Byrd. D- 
W.Va. and Daniel Inouyc, D-Hawaii. who earlier 
called for the Oregon Republican to leave 
Congress. 

“1 think the time has come that Senator 
Packwood should resign." Kassebaum told the 
Wichita Eagle on Thursday. “1 guess 1 feel that 
he's reached a point where this is so all-consum- 
ing now. and ccdainly questionable, that I just 
don’t feel that he can effectively serve Oregon in 
the Senate." 

. "It's unfortunate that it has evolved this way, 
-bul-he has been the one in charge of how things 
happened." she said. "I just think the time has 
come. I hate to do it.” 

’Kassebaum. who has been in the Senate for 15 
years, served on the ethics committee from 1985- 
89. She once served on the Kansas Govemmenial 
Ethics Commission.

Packwood's former secretary, who transcribed 
the diaries from tapes, said in a sworn .statement 
that the senator altered some of the tapes when he 
suspected a subpoena was on the way last fall.

When President Clinton announced 
his intention to nominate Inman for 
the lop Pentagon job Thursday, he 
' praised the retired Navy admiral's 
intellect, integrity and leadership. 

Inman possesses “the kind of char- 
acter all Americans respect,” Clinton 
said, noting his humble beginnings as 
the son of a small town gas station 
operator. 

Like A.spin, the 62-ycar-oId Inman 
is widely considered to be a clear and 
creative thinker, a first-rate analyst of 
national security affairs. But unlike 
the man he would replace, Inman is 
credited with having a flair for articu- 
lating a policy or decision and per- 
suading others that it’s the right way 
to go, 

James Schlcsingcr, a former 
defense secretary and CIA director, 
once called Inman a “national asset,” 
almost as if the man were some sort 
of secret weapon. 

Indeed secrets were a staple of 
Inman's three-decade military career, 
which ended in 1982 when he 
resigned as deputy director of the 
Central Intelligence Agency. At the 
time he said he had lost his zest for 
bureaucratic infighting.

Panel urges 
overhaul of 
honor code 


WASHINGTON — A U.S. 
Naval Academy advisory commit- 
tee recommended sweeping"” 
changes Thursday in the midship- 
men’s 42-ycarold honor code, 
which has been sKdrpIy criticized 
following the largest cheating scan- 
dal in academy history. 

The Board of Visilors, made up— 
— of'presidcnttol-ond congressional- 
appointees, recommended dozens 
of changes, including one that . 
would make it harder to expel a 
midshipman because it would allow 
honor boards to recommerfd punish- 
ments other than dismi.s.sal. 

The changes generally call for 
more rigorous training in the honor 
code and a strict legal review of 
alleged honor offenses. 

The report from the I5-membcr 
board now goes to Navy Secretary 
John H. Dalton, who is expected to 
approve the recommendations with- 
’ in the next two months. 

The honor code stales simply that 
midshipmen "do not lie, cheat or 
steal.” But the administration of 
that code has come under examina- 
tion as the cheating scandal sur- 
rounding last year’s final exam for 
Electrical Engineering 311 has con- 
tinued to expand- 

One hundred twenty-five mid-, 
shipmen have been implicated in 
the theft and distribution of the 
exam by the Navy's inspector gen- • 
cral, sources have said. 

Some midshipmen a"nd faculty 
have complained that the concept is 
not administered fairly. They com- 
plained that those who admitted 
their guilt in the cheating scandal 
were recommended for dismissal 
and those who lied went free. 

Board of Visitors sources said the 
report recommends: 

• Allowing the honor boanl to 
suggest punishment. An honor 
offense now usually results in dis- 
missal. The punishments could 
include restriction to the campus,

Incomplete results from Sunday's 
elections were virtually unchanged 
Friday. Ultranationalist Vladimir 
Zhirinovsky’s party led with 23.5 
percent of the vote, followed by the 
main pro-YcItsin bloc, Russia'.s 
Choice, with 14.8 percent. Next 
were the Communists, with 13.3 
percent. 

Caught ^ off-guard by 
Zhirinovsky's success. Moscow’s 
political elite found ifsclf acting out 
a familiar scene from Russian histo- 


ry. agonizing at being out of touch 
with the masses. 

"The Russian democrats in power 
have lost touch with the country's 
real soil and got what they 
deserved," Vladimir Lukin, 
Russia's ambassador to the United 
States, said Friday. • 

Lukin, who won a parliament 
scat, ran on a reform ticket headed 
by Grigory Yavlinsky, which is in 
sixth plucc'with 7.6 percent of the 
vote. ‘ 

Many observers say the reformers 
hurt their cause by .splintering into 
several parties-, some headed by top 
Yeltsin aides. Yeltsin also has been 
faulted for failing to endorse any 
party.

‘Lingering doubt’ about conviction saves murderer from death row 


IDAHO CITY-(AP) — A district judge says there's a 
“lingering doubt" over the murder convictions of Edward 
Dee Palmer, so he sentenced him to life in prison with no 
possibility of parole instead of givin^Jiim the death 
penalty for killing a young Boise couple m 1990. 

PJilnier. 37. was convicted x»f killing - David 
. Middlemist, 24. and Cathy Enoch. 21-.- - 

At a sentencing hearing in the historic Idaho City 
Courthouse Friday. District Judge Gerald Schroeder said 
wci|hing aggravating circumstances against mitigating 
factors makes jc clear that Palmer deserves the death 
penalty. 

But the judge said the circumstantial nature oflhe case 


leaves- a doubt so it couldn’t Iw said with "absolute cer- 
tainty" that Palmer was guilty. 

"'nie evidence leaves a lingering doubt that precludes 
the death penalty." the judge said, 

"We’re real relieved." said defense attorney Robert 
Chastain. "We hoped Judge Schroeder would consider that 
us.an alteniative to the detail peiialty.-i ihink'^ie judge 
made a real difficult decision considering this case.” 

"Ed is very relieved that lie will l>c able to get on wiili 
his life." Cliastain said. 

Deputy- Attorney General Mike Kane said it’s the sec- 
ond ease in recent months in which a JudgeHias expressed 
tlie "lingering doubt" theory and given life imprisonment 


instead of the death penalty. Tlie first was William Gray 
of Idaho Falls, also convicted of murdering iwo people. 

Kane said he probably will appeal the sentences 
becau.se of the precedent they set. In difficult cases, he 
said, it could become almost impossible to get a death 
sertletice. 

"Apparently the court feels ihere'.s.somelliing between. 
Iicyomi a reasonable doubt and absolute certainty." Kane 
said. "I respectfully disagree.” ” 

The sentence was pronounced in a courlrooni with 
some fixtures dating to the lime wlicn Idaho City was the 
territorial capital. An old gold-weighing scale was on dis-

Schroeder said the pre-sentence investigation indicates 
Palmer is a "hard-working, caring” man when lie’.s sober 
but dangerous when lie's been drinking. 

1 le noted that Palmer wa.s convicted of second-degree 

murder in.l977 and .served 11-year.sin prison for it. — 

The fact that Palmer began drinking again after getting 
out of prison shows he "lacks insight to avoid similar cir- 
cumstances in the future, 

"Unfortunately, he poses a continuing threat to kill if 
left alone to make his own decisions," the judge said.

Don’t get 
burned 
on holiday

TWIN FALLS - Santa has enough 
trouble squeezing his pudgy body 
down chimneys on Christmas Eve. 
He doesn’t need to cope with one 
that's on fire. 

But chimney fires are not the only 


fire hazard this time of year. 

. “The holidays arc usually bad for 
fires," said Ruth Young, office man- 
ager of the Sawtooth Chapter of the 
American Red Cross. "Last year we 
• had-sevcn-almosi-bcforc. winter-bo — 
gpn.” , 

Chimney fires result from creosote, 
a colorless, oily by-product of wood 
burning that collects on the inside the 
chimney. 

Twin Falls public fire educator, 
Walt Roberts said some airtight wood, 
stove chimneys need to be cleaned 
every couple of wcek.s, whereas a 
fireplace chimney might go a year. It 
varies in each case., 

"If you don't, it starts to puff 
smoke out into the house,” he said. 
"It tells you when it's time to clean 
the chimney." 

Some holiday fires can be traced to 
Christmas trees, tinder dry and 
wrapped with electric wires. 

When a Christmas tree Is ignited it 
can bum witliin five seconds, Roberts 
said. Fresh trees con help prevent this 
from happening. Make sure needles 
won't pull off easily and there are no 
brittle branches. 

Cut the base of the tree at a 45-dc* 
gree angle and place it in a water- 
filled stand. Monitor the water, be- 
cause a tree will soak up approxi- 
mately one quart a day. 

Be sure to use Underwriter Labora- 
tories (UL)-approvcd lighting, and 
discard any light strings that arc 
frayed or broken. 

Use the appropriate ones designat- 
ed for indoors and outside. Do not 
use electric lights on an aluminum 
tree. Make sure outdoor lights arc off 
the ground and out of tlie snow 

Don’t place electric cords under 
rugs. Foot traffic breaks down their 
insulation. 

Never use an extension cord with a 
smaller diameter than the appliance's 
cord. 

Keep Christmas tree and packages 
away from heat sources such ns fire- 
place, wood burning stove or portable 
heater. If there’s a forccd-air vent 
next-to the tree, Roberts said, it might 
be a good idea to close it during the

"The 40 percent rule was inappropriate 
because it was not in line with the Wild and 
Scenic Rivers Act," Paul said. "The BLM 
should consider all extraordinary rivers 
within their jurisdiction for notional protec- 
tion.”

Bad splice blamed for mansion blaze 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — A 
faulty extensiim.cord that had k'cn re-, 
paired by .stale workers has been 
blamed for the fire that ignited a 
Christmas tree in the Governor's 
Mansion. 

Tlie Wednesday fire-cau.sed an esti- 
mated $1.5 million damage. 

Friday, stale Fire Marshal Lynn 
Borg said a malfimciioning switch had 
iiccii cut out of die electrical cord and 
the wires spliced back together iin- 
pro|wrly. Heat cau.sed by electrical a-- 
sistaiice set the lire. 

Borg said the switch earlier had 
overheated when it was overloaded by 
the Chri.stmas tree lights. On Nov. 30. 
workers from the state Division of Fa- 
cilities Construction and Management 
cut out the switch and then twisted the 
wires back together. The splice was 
covered with electrical tape. 

Tlte splice should have been made 
with wire nuts or mechanical 
crimpers. Borg said. Tliis proper splic- 
ing technique would have prevented 
the wires from lixisening up and creat- 


ing more resistance and heat. 

.The tree also was not treated with 
(lame retardant. Funlier adding to the 
fire hazard were wood logs stacked 
around the tree base to hide the stand 
and dried, decorative moss wrapped 
around tlte trunk, 

•’Th.nt’s a dangerous decor." said 
city Fire Capt. Dan Andrus. "Given 
the results we’ve seen, it seems the 
decorations posed serious hazards." 

Borg had mailed a memo to some 
state employees three weeks .igo re- 
minding them that Cltrisimas trees in 
slate buildings must be treated with 
fire retardant. 

But that rule doesn't apply to the 
Governor's Mansion, said Gary Whit- 
ney. sl.ite Department of Public Safe- 
ly. bcciiiise the building is a residence. 

Neal Stowe, director of the facilities 
managenienl depannictu. said the tree . 
was decorated before it could be treat- 
ed, It’s unsure whether that would 
liiive made a difference Wednesday.

And then to top it off, my missionary 
companion Dennis und I went to the 
Rosccrans Shopping Center to do a little 
shopping, and the Santa Clau.s there was 
wearing - arc you ready for this? - short 
sleeves and Bermuda shoas! 

Wc wondered around the shopping center 
for a while. I think Dennis bought a 
toothbrush or something. I don’t remember 
exactly. 1 Just remember being totally 
surrounded by tliu sights and sounds of tlic 
sca.son and totally oblivious to them, it was 
Christmas, but neiilicr one of us was feeling 
— vury-Christmasy. 

Until wc started wandering back toward 
Santa the beachcomber, That's when wc 
noticed a little girl no more tiion 5 years old., 
standing by one of Santa's teen-age elves, 
sobbing. For no particular reason, I driAed 
over and asked if cvciytliing was OK. 

“Tiiis iittie girl is lost," die elf .said, "but ! 
can't leave Santa long enough to take her to 
the ofTlce," He glanced at tlic name tags that 
' identified us os Mormon missionaries, and 
you could almost see the wheels spinning in 
his elfish mind. "Hey, if.you guys have a 
minute, maybe you could help her fine! her 
mom.” 

How could we say no - especially at 
Christmas? So Dennis and I each took a 
little hand in ours. Wc made a quick run 
through the shopping center - including a 
Slop at tile candy store. Wc connected widi 
the little girl's frantic mother outside the 
manager’s office. She was so relieved she 
offered a monetary reward for our efforts. 

“No thanks. Ma’am," said Dennis, who 
was smiling os happily as 1 had seen him 
smile all day. "You just have a Merry 
Christmas, OK?" 

"That’s right," I said. "Merry Christmas!” 
And 1 really meant it. 

Tliat simple act of service infused belli of 
■V_us with such joyful energy we started 
roaming the shopping center looking for 
people to help. We found several heavily 
burdened shoppers who needed a hand 
getting everything out to their cars. We 
stood in line to see Santa with a couple of 
kids while their parents slipped into the toy 
store. And I even Uied on some slacks for a 
woman who insisted I was the same size os 
her boyfriend, 

Dennis and 1 chatted excitedly os wc 
drove home from the shopping center that 
night. We liad discovered what was mis.sing 
from our Christmas celebration, and it 
didn't have anything to do with snow, 
senior proms or Santos in Bermuda shorts. 
The quickest way to minimize our own 
burdens and concerns, wc decided, was to 
lighten someone cIsc’s. 

So wc spent tlic rest oflhc holiday season 
— looking-for-ways-to hclp-pcopla UsuallyjL. 
■ was just the little stuff, like what wc did at 
the shopping center. Occasionally, it 
required more creativity, like the man who 
, wanted his kids to.rcccivc a telephone call 
from Santa on Christmas Eve - and me with 
a voice still emerging from adolescence. 
But always, it hod more to do with us giving 
of ourselves than of our means. 

And you know what? It was the best 
Christmas I ever had - even though I can’t 
for the life of me remember a single gift that 
I received. 

Of course, what seemed like such a 
revelation to a couple of young missionaries 
is really the same thing people have known 
and understood for centuries. Christmas 
isn’t about presents - it’s about giving. And 
it doesn’t come from the wallet - it comes 
from the heart. 

The Christmas ^^pirit was first kindled 
hundreds of years ago ii> a lowly stable as a 
result of a divine gift oflovc. Wc honor and 
keep that spirit besj through our own 
commitment to caring, sharing and scrvjcc 
to each other.

Temple Square fills with _ 
international holiday spirit

WILLIAMSVILLE. N.Y. - 
Students, educators and parents 
are cautiously tiptoeing around 
new rules governing religion in 
Williamsville schools and finding 
that, for all the controversy, little 
has changed since the guidelines 
were enacted. 

High school students in the 
suburban Buffalo district can still 
dress up a classmate ns Santa 
Claus for a fund-raiser. Jewish 
mothers can still come to school to 
teach students about Hanukknh. 
Students can. still decornie.u .pine 
itec in the hallways - though they 
call it a holiday tree, not n 
Qrisimas tree. 

Religious symbols such as 
Nativity scenes or the Star of 
David may be displayed in 
cla.ssrooms, but only ns part of an 
educational unit. Holiday displays 
can remain up for no longer than 
10 days. 

Though most of its 10.000 
students are Christians, the 
Williamsville district has a large 
Jewish population and many 
Hindu, Muslim and Sikh 
students. 

A year ago, when guidelines 
were being formulated, school 
"board meetings dcgcncfalcd into 
shouting matches over the policy. 

Now that the policy is in effect, 
(he debate has largely died down. 
School officials arc still flncluning 
the rules, but teachers, parents and 


.students so. far have seen only . 
minor changes. 

"Tlic jde.i is to make the schools ' 
less oppressive to those who arc 
not in the majority religion," said 
.Francis Murphy, school 
superintendent, "Why should a 
Muslim student coming to school 
20 days before Christmas feel like 
an interloper in a Christian 
environment'.'" 

The policy bans holiday gift 
exchanges in classrooms, a rule 
that has miffed .some students and 
parents nccusioined to trading 
presents for Christmas or 
Hunukkah. At a fourth-grade 
holiday party, candy canes - 
supposedly ti rcprcscritalioii of thc"' 
staffs of shephcrds.who (locked to 
Christ’s birth - were replaced by 
Pez candy dispensers,' 

“We've had to pul a little miire 
thought into everything that goes 
on for the holidays," said .Suzanne 
Tozer, n parenj who helped 
organize the party!' 

“I have nothing against my son 
playing 'Jingle Bells' or some of 
the Christmas festivities in the . 
school," said Kailash Cliadha, a 
Hindu who supports the policy,

you're in the minority, wliy should

Troubled by such questions. 
Icacliers often leave religion out of 
lessons for fear they might violate 
U.S. Supreme Court rulings on the 
separation of church and state.

The effort is the latest in a series 
of reference books published by 
Oxford University Press in New 
York. Daling.back to the 1930s, 
there have been “Oxford 
Companions” to a wide range of 
subjects. 

The “Oxford Companion to the 
Bible” examines areas such as Karl 
Marx’s and Sigmund Freud's 
biblical connections and "curious 
Bibles,” a' section written by 
Metzger. 

Among oddities such as an 
alphabetical Bible and one written in 
-verse "for the- benefit -o£-wcak 
memories,” Metzger describes 
versions whose notoricfy stems from 
typographical errors. 

Among them is a 17th Century 
London text that became known as 
the "Adulterous Bible.” Because the 
word “not” was omitted in error, the 
Seventh of the Ten Commandmenu 
in Exodus Chapter 20 reads, “Thou 
Shalt commit adultery.”

While those rules didn’t 
date back to the time of Cain, that 
had already been his punishment for 
killing his brother.

Boeing: More job cuts, but worst is over 


SEATTLE (AP) ; — Boeing still faces a tough 
year in 1994. but the worst could be over, compa- 
ny chairman Frank Slirontz says. 

Shrontz says Boeing anticipates lower sales, - 
nnpihcr round of job cuts and, more . uncertainty 
over the volatile commercial airline indu.stry. 

But work force reductions won't be as dramatic 
as this year's 16.349 job losses, including nearly 
1 1. 000 in the Puget Sound area, he said. And he 
thinks the company's shrinking jetliner produc- 
tion rates are bottoming out, 

"1 think we arc very close to the bottom of the 
production rate cuts.” Shrontz said. "I don't think 
_WC-WilLscc-significant-funher declines in the pro- 
duction rales.” 

Similar optimi.stic views, however, were voiced 
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by other Boeing executives curlier this year and 
before additional production cuts were arjtipunced 
just two weeks ago. 

In media interviews. Tliursday. Shrontz admit- 
ted he was suqxriscd by. the prolonged recession 
and the slowness of the nation's economic recov- 
ery. - ■ 

■'We’ve missed it before. I'm not a great fore- 
caster,'' he said. “We knew it (economic recov- 
ery) was going to be relatively slow, but it was 
slower than we anticipated. We knew we were 
going to have to cut production rates, but we just 
didn't know how much." 

Earlier lliis month, Boeing said it would fiinher 
reduce production of its 737 and 747 jetliners be- 
cau.se of the continuing inability of many airlines 
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to buy new planes. That was on top of a previous- 
ly announced 35 percent cutback iti commercial 
jet production. The recent move will mean an ad- 
ditional 2.000 to 3, (KK) jobs lost next year. . .

"The employment reductions won't be as dra- 
matic us this year, blit wc clearly will be going • 
down.”

Something, maybe a panicky tug 
'on the steering wheel, made the little 
red Honda Civic fishtail. Tlie cat' 
and its occupants, heading back 
from Wednesday’s dihner break to 
their aftcr-schuo] jobs making 
wooden turkey calls, smashed side- 
-lung-at-windsliield' levcl-inio th«^ 
nose of a heavy four-wheel drive 
vehicle. - 

All seven teens, friends since 
carly childhood. were -killed. An 
eighth boy wlio often went along on 
the dinner breaks wuk. spared 
because he couldn't .stiueezc iiuu the 
cur. 

On Thursday, police looked for 
answers in the skid marks, ilie single 
body outline painted on the pave- 
ment in iridescent green, the blood- 
stains. the measurements and plio- 
logniphs of shredded steel aiid shat- 
lered safety glass. 

Friends and family of the Trigg 
County High School students looked 
to uadi other and to God to try to 
understand. 'Tin not going to try to 
.second-guess what the Lord's plan is 
for them." said David Hale, who had 
known all the boys for years and had 
given them part-time Jobs at Knight 
& Hale Game Call Products, his 
shop near Cadiz. 

"These boys were working here 
because they were the top kids in 
this county," Hale .said."'Their par- 
ents had taught them a' work ethic, 
and they wanted a job. .so we gave it 
to them. They were pretty much 
band-selected." 

“Pan of the criteria to work for us 
was their grades in school. They 
were the cream of the crop." agreed 
Jim Strclcc, the boys' manager at the 
shop. "We hurt for the families ot 
these fine young men. We lost the 
best there wa.s."

The boys, who were among IK 
youltis working at Knight & Hale, 
headed for the i’ete Liglu barbecue

meal break, What was uncommon. 
Hale said, was that the teens packed 
into die fourTseater that J7j)-e;u--o_[d 
Steve Wallace was driving, instead 
of taking two cars. 

"Our night supervisor last night 
said he'd never seen a time when 
more than three or four ever got into 
one car." Hale said. 

Kerry Amis wanted to join his 
friends, hut they couldji'l make 
room for eight. 

Timnthy Waiike had been invited 
along for the ride, tmi, but passed it 
up because lie had no foin! money, 
said his sister, Trigg High School 
senior Jennifer Wanke, 

•‘It was Tim who told me about it 
last night. He saiti they were all 
loading up and said. 'Come on. Tim, 
we’ve got room for just one more,' 
Because he didn't liave any money, 
he didn't, and he had this sensation 
just after that he was glad lie didn't 
go," Jennifer Wanke said. 

Neilher the Honda nor the Toyota 
4-Uunner it struck were speeding.

Ferguson asked Judge Ira 
Warshawsky to replace bis current 
lawyer, Anthony Falanga. with 
Colin Moore. 

No decision on the change of 
attorney will be made until after 
Ferguson undergoes a psychological 
exam to determine if he is compe- 
tent to-.stand trial, Warshawsky said. 
Ferguson js due back in court Jan. 4. 

Authorities said Ferguson's 
explosion w.is racially motived, but 


Falanga refused to discusij whether 
race played a role in Ferguson's 
decision to change lawyers, Falanga 
is whiie._while Moore and Ferguson 
are black. 

Moore has worked in racially 
charged eases in the past, including 
representing a defendant in the 
highly publicized' rape and beating 
of a white Central Park jogger. 
Several black youths were convicted 
in that case. 

Ferguson handcuffed, chained 
and wearing a bulletproof vest — 
told Warshawsky he would not 
cooperate with Falanga any further. 
Tlie defendant then asked the judge 
to appoint Moore, who said he had 
represented Ferguson in a di.scrimi- 
nation suit two years ago. 

Moore "agreed lo take my cu^c- 
free of charge.” Ferguson said.in u 
barely audible' voice.

SALT LAKE CITY (AI>) — A 
wom.m L'liari^cd will) killing her (wo 
daiigliiers in Calil'ornia nearly a 
decade agn was ordered Friday lo 
return ilie SacraiiieiKo area to stand 
trial on murder charges. 

Tlieresa Jimmie Knorr. who called, 
herself Theresa JInm'iIe Cross while 
she was in Utah, had heen righting 
extradition. Hut .Vd District Judge 
Timnthy I latisun Friday dlsiiiissed her 
writ of habeas corpus, clearing the 
way for her return to California. 

Defense attorney Paul Quinlan said 
a California judge had appointed an 
attorney for Knorr. 

"Tve talked to her and she's pre- 
pared for going hack to Ciftifomia to 
light the charges." Quinlan said. 


Knorr told the judge that she was 
concerned how his dismissal of the 
writ would affect her defense. 

"If you decide to dismiss the writ, it 
is an admission that 1 was in 
(California) at the time'.’ Because I 
don't feel that 1 was hut I haven't had 
‘time ti) research it." she said. 

Hanson assured her the only pur- 
pose^ of tjic^proceedings in Utah was 
to get her haek to California, and that 
the dismissal would have no bearing 
on the ease. 

Knorr. 47. was taken into custody at 
a Salt Lake home Nov. 10 by Placer 
County detectives. She had iK-en liv- 
ing in Utah since 1987 or 1988. and 
worked caring for the elderly and dis- 
abled. 


Knorr and her two sons, who were 
arrcsled earlicr. were accused in the 
burning death of 17-year-old Suesati 
Knorr in July 1984 and the slaying a 
year later of her half-sister. Sheila 
Gay Sanders. 20. who was beaten and 
locked in a tiny closet until she 
.smrvcd. ■ 

Suesan Knorr's body was .found 
near Squaw Valley. Sanders’ remain.s- 
were stuffed in a box and left near 
Tnickee. 

Knorr was acquitted In- 1904 of 
killing her husband. Clifford Sanders. 

She was arrested after another 
daughter, identified as llieresa Knorr 
Groves of Sandy. Utah, told police her 
mother and brothers had killed a sister 
and half-sister nearly a decade ago. 


Quinlan said Knorr had fought 
extradition so she could remain in 
Utah "to allow some of the hype to 
die down. 

"California has already tried this 
case in the press." he said. "I wanted 
to give he r some time so she didn‘j__ 
arrive amid a media blit/.." 

Quinlan also said the delay allowed 
‘time' for defense atfonieys l(> be' 
up])oinied so authorities couldn't 
iiuestion her between Utah and 
California.
